A total of 30,717 dealers report- 
ed 2,550,222 casings of all kinds on 
hand April 1, or an average of 83 
per dealer, as compared to 2,383,- 
907 casings as reported by 25,245 
dealers, or an average of ninety- 
four casings on the same day a 
year ago. 

There also was an 
crease in the number of inner tubes 
‘carried, indicating a drop from 143 
to 118 

An analysis of volume groups as 
compared with last year showed a 
greater percentage of reports fell 
into the class of dealers having less 
than 100 casings in stock and a 
smaller percentage of reports in the 
classes having 100 casings or more 
in stock. 

Average stocks of casings held by 
dealers in the last six years shows 
1929 as having registered the high- 
est with 94. Average stocks rose 
from 62 in 1925, 63 in 1926, 70 in 
1927, .81 in 1928 to 94 in 1929, de- 
clining to 83 this year. 

The number of dealers reporting 
stocks of solid or cushion tires on 
April 1 was 1,436. The number of 
such tires.on hand was 40,829, an

HE Murray-Winerich Motor Com- 
pany of San Antonio, Tex., added 
a line of Copeland electric re- 
frigeration to increase profits dur- 
ing the winter lull in car sales.
